Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1 ) Claim 1 and new claim 1 1 both have 
reference to a "hose" not previously mentioned in the specification or the claims and indicated by reference numeral (3) previously used 
to indicate a bore. (2) Claim 11 is indicated as a combination of claims 1, 3, and 5 but is, in fact, an exact duplicate of claim 1. (3) 
Claim 2 has added the limitations of claim 1, but the newly added portions are not underlined as required (see attached PTO-324, Notice 
of Non-Compliant Amendment). (4) Applicant argues on the bottom of page 6 and the middle of page 7 that there are two coupling 
means with two gaps that function differently than the cited reference of Elendt et al. Examiner disagrees in that the claim language 
discussing multiple gaps and the coupling thereof does not clearly distinguish over the shown gaps of Elendt et al. and the corresponding 
coupling. If applicant were to clarify the specific pistons and gaps and corresponding coupling arrangements in the claim language, the 
clarification might be allowable over the cited art. 
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
